MINING IN YUKON. 


Big Undertaking Being Launched By 
Capitalists. 


Dawaon. T. T . Nov. 11 -The moat 
systematic undertaking In the history 
of deep channel placer mining In the 
Yukon has just been started by a syn¬ 
dicate headed by Dr. S. A. Thurston 
Heydon and Robert Lettch. The com¬ 
bination* Is known as the White Lead 
Company, and will develop ground re¬ 
cently staked on the Yukon river 
benches and cut by Hale creek, a tribu¬ 
tary of the Yukon on the left limit, 
seven miles below Dawaon. Hale creek 
la a mile and a half long. The creek 
has cut through the benches, leaving 
an ideal proportion for tunnelling 
thro—It n po rtion of the hm. It to said. 
The tiamel will a sm aa a natural 
drain as wall as an opening to the gold. 
The 606-foot tunnel should be finished 
by about April 1. Water may be en¬ 
countered requiring some time for 
draining, but tho promoters say the 
delay In any event will be but tempor¬ 
ary. and that by spring the Hale creak 
proposition should be demonstrated. 
Three tons of supplies were seat down 
the river In a boat while the Ice was 
running. The tunnel will run Into the 
Yukon benches at a point 4.000 feet 
back from the river, and at an altitude 
of 179 feet above the Yukon rlvef. If 
a shaft were sunk to touch the back 
end of the 600-foot tunnel it would ha. 
It la estimated, from 600 to 1.000 feet 
deep.

Expected—Gov¬ 
ernment Has No Intention 
of Resigning 


London. Nov. 11.-The British cab¬ 
inet was defeated to-day by a vote of 
22k against 20 $ on an amendment pro¬ 
posed by tha Unionist party to a finan¬ 
cial clause of the Home Rule bill whW 
It was under discussion In the commit¬ 
tee of the House of Commons. The 
government Is now faced with throe 
possible courses The cabinet can re¬ 
sign. It can drop the Home Rule bill 
or It can bring forward a motion to re¬ 
commit the bill and obtain the opinion 
of tbe full house on the vote whlcj) 
was taken to-day. nfter It has given 
due notice of Ita Intention to dp da. 

A government official mid to-night 
tha the government would not resign, 
and the general opinion la that It will 
move for the reconsideration of the bill. 
The division was unexpected and oc¬ 
curred on Monday, when many of the 
supporters of the government had not 
returned from their week-end vaca¬ 
tions 

The division waa a snap one on the 
financial provisions for the Home Rule 
bill. Sir Frederick Banbury, a London 
Unionist member, moved an amend¬ 
ment providing that the total payment 
from the Imperial exchequer to the 
Irish parliament should not exceed $1*.- 
600 , 000 , exclusive of the amount saved 
In the Irish administration by the 
transfer of certain service to the con¬ 
trol of the Irish government. The 
House then adjourned. 

There has been considerable opposi¬ 
tion among members on tbs ministerial 
side of the House to the financial pro¬ 
visions of the Home Rule bill. Some 
•evenly Liberal members have given 
voice to their objection to the Irish 
parliament being given control of the 
customs, as they argue such control 
would enable the Irish parliament to 
Introduce protection. 

The followers of William CBrlgn only 
this morning announced their Intention 
of withdrawing from the House during 
the proceeding of the committee on the 
financial clauses of the bill. 

The government Is considering Its 
position In view of the adverse vote 
In (he committee. Tbe cabinet does not 
necessarily have to resign and Is un¬ 
likely to do so In the face of the Inter¬ 
national crisis. 

When the result of the vote was an¬ 
nounced the Unionists cheered wildly. 

Premier Asquith when he came In J 
quietly announced that the sitting 
would be adjourned. 


Snap divisions during the meetings 
of the committees of the House of Com¬ 
mons are frequent, although this Is the 
firs*, experience of the kind of the. pres¬ 
ent government. Arthur J. Balfour, 
whan he was premier, suffered In this 
way several times during his last par¬ 
liament. 


The manoeuvre to defeat the gov¬ 
ernment was carefully planned by the 
Unionists They were only forty short 
of their run strength In the decision, 
while the other parties, not expecting 
the vote, had not urged their members 
to attend so early In the day. 

The government defeat will have the 
effect of dislocating the schedule ar¬ 
ranged with a view of passing the Mil 
before Christmas.

IS.—Going 
droper Into his adventures as a paid 
dynamiter, Ortle E. McManigal t«4d at 
lhe "dynamite conspiracy” trial of 
Wrecked bridges, viaducts snd build¬ 
ings he left behind In causing «Xplos¬ 
ions in various cities, 

"After I blew up the power house 
of a car shop In Mount Vernon. Hit.. 
Herbert 8. Hockln came to iris at 
Chicago and said I had gotten the 
wrong job,” testified MrManlgal. 

’’He aald I should have blown up a 
railroad bridge, and the unions execu¬ 
tive board would not allow me pay for 
tbe job. 

"A few daya later Hockln returned 
With J. B. McNamara. McNamara 
•aid he had juat come from Balt Lake 
City, where he had blown up the new 
Utah hotel building on April II. He 
told me J. E. Munsey. the business 
agent at Balt Lake City, had arranged 
tbe explosion, snd Munsey also ar¬ 
ranged to prove an alibi when the es- 
ploslon came off by going to a More 
and talking to persons there. 

**8h«w1ng me a newspaper picture of 
the Salt Lake City explosion, Mr? 
Namara said It had been terrific, and 
ft- came near Mowing n ststue-of Brig¬ 
ham Young off n pedestal 
“Hfickln went to Cincinnati! In June, 
and wired me to follow. 1 told him I 
would do one of two things—work for 
a living and quit dynamiting or do 
nothing hut dynamiting. Hockln said 
he had plenty for me tn do. lie said 
I was to go to Indianapolis, get twelve 
quarts of altro-glycerlne and Mow up 
the Denison and Harvard viaduct in 
Cleveland on June SI 
M J. R McNamara accompanied me 
from Cincinnati to Indianapolis. On 
the train I told McNamara that Hockln 
was to pay me fin tor each job. He 
was surprised, saying the executive 
board wno allowing t**l nnd expenses 
for each job. I said Hockln was hold¬ 
ing out on m«\ McNamara said the 
Mg fellow (meaning J. J. McNamara, 
his brother, who waa treasurer of the 
Ironworkers union) would see that 1 
Was paid In full for each job. \ 

"At the Ironworkers* headquarters In 
Indianapolis, J. B. and J. J. M/Sa¬ 
mara and I compered accounts' and, 
found Hockln had held on me 

for all the jobs 1 had dope. J. J. aald 
he always suspected Hockln was n 
double-cross e r. and now he knew It 
He said be waa going to tell President 
FYank M. Ryan about It. but I was to 
go right on with the jobs as planned- 
**J. B. and I. with three nltro-glycdf-

Nov. 1L—Several million 
diphtheria germs started a riot In the 
mailing room of the 8cattle postolfice 
to-day. and hut for the prompt action 
of Charles I. -Lynch, superintendent of 
mails, every clerk *ln the office would, 
to-night be seeking Vaccine treatments. 
The million* of letters and piece* of 
mail might be sweltering under a cloud 
of formaldehyde, and the entire ofIV-e 
underdoing a general fumigation. 

The trouble was all caused by a Can¬ 
adian physician, who dropped a bottle 
filled with the germs In the mall, and 
expected Cncle 8am to deliver It with¬ 
out further trouble. All would have 
l»een well If the bottle had not broken. 
The bottle, however, did break, the 
germ* were discovered, and It waa 
only due to the fact that Superintend¬ 
ent Lynch removed the package at 
once from the office that the mails did 
not become Infected. 

The germs were contained in an in¬ 
nocent-looking package mailed at Van¬ 
couver, B. C.. and wrapped in an ordin- 
! ary envelope. There wa» nothing on 
the outside to indicate its dangerous 
content*. Inside was a glass vial con¬ 
taining the culture, the vial ~ being 
wrapped In cotton. That was the only 
protection given the receptacle, afitf 
when the clerk sorting the mail found, 
the gloss broken Inside the envelope 
he Investigated to ascertain the extent 
of the damage. Without any premoni¬ 
tion of what he was delving Into he 
opened the envelope, and picked out 
the vlaL Examining one of the pieces 
of glass, he found a small label. Inter¬ 
ested. he started to read the label, 
when fellow clerka heard him give a 
loud shriek of alarm and drop the 
package as If poisoned. 

One more venturesome than the 
Others picked it up and read on the 
label "Dtptheria Culture."

genuineness In s loud snd Intelligible 
voice should It be placed In n phono¬ 
graph.

Infectious Disease. 

Referring to Infectious diseases In 
the city during October, the medical 
officer in his report says: 

' 'There were five rases of diphtheria 
admitted to the Isolation hospital, one 
of which'came from without the city. 
Bixteen coses of scarlet fever were ad¬ 
mitted to the Isolation hospital.'a total 
of twenty-one. Nearly sll the cases of 
scarlet fever have come from the out¬ 
skirts of the northern part of the city. 
On Investigation I found four or five 
families In which the children had been 
sick with scarlet fever, but the disease 
had not been recognised and. therefore, 
bad not been reported. In the mean¬ 
time. other children from the house 
were attending school, and In three of 
four Instances the patient hod returned 
to school, carrying Infection with It 
This accounts for the number of coses 
we have. All of these, however, did 
not contract the disease In the city 
Two of the scarlets arrived In the city 
last month with the Infection. So far 
we have been able to confine the trou¬ 
ble to the locality Jn which It started.
